~ Religion controversy brews 
in presidential campaign

NEW YORK (NC) — Controversy 
over religion and politics, which has 
already played a significant role in the 
1984 presidential campaign, received a 
new boost mid-way between the 
Democratic and Republican national 
conventions. 


In early August New York Gov. Mario 
Cuomo, a Catholic and a Democrat, said 
the issue was already out there but had 
been ‘‘co-opted by a single kind of 
religious group.’’ He said Democrats 
should take the initiative and expand the 
debate beyond a few issues into the whole 
range of questions over religious values 
and public policy. 

. VIGOROUS DEBATE already had 
been joined on quite a few specific issues 
in the current campaign: 


— Is Democratic vice presidential 


nominee Geraldine Ferraro a ‘‘good 
Catholic’? when she supports legalized 
abortion, as a reporter asked her on the 
first day of her campaign? 


— Is President Reagan a ‘‘good 
Christian’? when he presses for social 
policies that are ‘‘terribly unfair’’ to the 
poor, as Ms. Ferraro asked in her 


‘response to the reporter’s question? 


— ARE THE Democrats ignoring the 
views of Pope John Paul II when he 
speaks against the expulsion of priests 
from Nicaragua by that country’s 
Sandinista government, as President 


' Reagan and Vice President George Bush 


have suggested? 

— Or is it the Republicans who have 
‘ignored religious concerns about foreign 
policy, such as the deaths of American 
nuns in El Salvador or the campaigns 


-against church leaders in South Africa, as 


Cuomo claimed in the Democratic 


National Convention keynote speech that 
put him into the national limelight? 


— Did Archbishop John O’Connor of 
New York go too far in telling Catholics 
how to vote, according to Cuomo, when 
the archbishop said, “‘I don’t see how a 
Catholic in good conscience can vote for a 
candidate. who explicitly supports 
abortion?”’ 

— OR DID Archbishop James Hickey 
of Washington go too far in the other 
direction, giving Catholic voters such a 
long list of political issues to address that 
he ‘‘effectively muzzles and handcuffs 
Catholic voters’’ by ‘‘minimizing’’ the 


abortion issue, as claimed by the 
conservative Catholic -weekly, The 
Wanderer? 


After Cuomo criticized Archbishop 
O’Connor in a New York ‘Times 
interview published Aug. 3, the 


‘archbishop said he does not intend to 


evaluate individual candidates or parties 
on issues of morality and public policy. In 
future issues of his archdiocesan paper, he 
said, he would present church teachings 
‘fon abortion and other public policy 
issues with significant moral 
dimensions,’’ but he would leave it up to 


_ voters to determine whether the positions 


of candidates are in accord with church 
teaching. 


A week earlier; however, the St. Louis 
Archdiocesan Pro-Life Committee held a 
press conference specifically for the sake 
of ‘‘cautioning voters’’ about the 
Democratic platform on abortion. The 
archdiocesan committee called abortion 
the ‘‘central, basic issue’’ of this year’s 
presidential campaign.

Retired priests 
remain active

LAS VEGAS — Retirement, dreaded 
by some and yearned for by others, can be 
a time to decrease the blood pressure, 
serve mankind or just rest, two recently 
retired diocesan priests said.

BOTH PRIESTS served for years in 
desert communities, but only Father 
Waiches has decided to retire in the 
desert. After his July 1 retirement, he 
moved to Las Vegas and lives close to its 
famous ‘‘strip.”’ 


Las Vegas is a much faster and noisier 
place than Holtville, the Imperial Valley 
community Father Waiches last served as 
a pastor. ‘‘There’s more quiet in my own 
personal life,’’ he said. His life is

Father Waiches 
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Parishes host 
nutrition program

SAN DIEGO — Three Diocesan 
parishes feed lunch to senior citizens each 
weekday in their halls. 


The three have provided a facility to 
the San Diego County Area Agency on 


‘Aging to serve nutritious meals to the 


elderly. 


ST. CHARLES, Imperial Beach, St. 
Jude and Our Lady of Angels have 
contracted with the county to serve meals 
and are previeny their halls free of 
charge. 


Chris Roberts, the coordinator of the 
program at St. Charles, said they opened 
their doors ten years ago when Congress 
appropriated money for the-project under 
the Older Americans Act. Nine centers 
began at various locations throughout the 
county in 1974, she said. 


Because’ St. Charles had a building 
available, Father Timothy Harnett, the 
pastor at that time, decided to reach out 
to the community and provide it for no 
charge, she said. : 


_ ROBERTS SAID they were originally 


contracted to serve 100 meals a day. 
Today they cook over 400 meals a day 
including those delivered to the homes of 
the elderly and others distributed by three 
Southbay satellite locations. 


While most of the cost of the program is 
paid for by the Area Agency on Aging, 
she said some of the cost is paid by the 
participants. Seniors are asked to donate 
75 cents per meal to offset the cost 
overrun, she said. 


Last fiscal year the nutrition center 
served over 10,000 meals more than it 
was contracted for, she said. 
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around’’ that surrounds him. He does not 
miss the ringing of telephones and 
doorbells, he added. 


He chose Las Vegas because it is 
cheaper to live there than in the San 
Diego area, he said. He and a fellow 
retired priest looked into renting a house 
or apartment together in San Diego, but 
they felt the prices were too high. 


FATHER WAICHES, who had a 
heart attack two years ago, has to watch 
his blood pressure. ‘“‘I have lowered my 


blood pressure terrifically’’ since retiring, 
he said. 


He plans to work as a “‘supply priest’’ 
— ‘filling in for priests who are sick or 
vacationing. In the Imperial Valley it was 
difficult to find a supply priest, he said. ‘‘I 
know what it was like in the valley...so I 
appreciate the problem here too...I hope 
to pinch hit for priests who get sick or 
want to take a couple days off.”’ 


He has already helped at St. Francis de 


Sales parish in Las Vegas while the pastor 
vacationed. 


FATHER WAICHES may work with 
the elderly duringhis retirement, he said, 
but he is hesitant to plan the future. ‘‘I 


“just want to rest for a couple of months 


before I commit.’’ He had always looked 
forward to an active retirement, but his 
health requires caution.

The plan encourages methods of family 
planning ‘‘that the Catholic Church finds 
morally unacceptable,’’ said Bishop Jan 
Schotte, who headed the delegation. The 
Vatican also could not approve ‘‘those 
sections that assert for individuals, 
including unmarried adolescents, the 
prerogatives that belong to married 
couples in regard to sexual intimacy and 
parenthood.”’ 


GUERRILLAS KILL PRIEST — 
An Italian priest and three Mozambicans 
were killed by .guerrillas in Central 
Zambezia province, according to AIM, a 
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local news agency. The Aug. 14 report 
said Father Olivo Torboli, 41, was killed 


Aug. 9 when Mozambique National 


Resistance guerrillas opened fire on the 
Land-Rover he was riding in. The priest 
had been working in Mozambique since 
1962, assisting rural agricultural and 
education projects. 


SCHOOL TO REOPEN — A 
Milwaukee archdiocesan inner-city school 
forced to close earlier this year because of 
low enrollment will reopen Sept. 5 under 
a lay group made up of parents and 
alumni. Messmer High School, which 
closed May 25, was given new life when 
MHS Inc., a_ parent-alumni 
organization, bought the school, its 
contents and the accompanying rectory 
and convent for $375,000 Aug. 14. The 
money for the purchase came from ‘‘a 
wealthy benefactor’ who was guaranteed 
anonymity under terms of the sale, said 
MHS president Carol Rauen. 


BISHOP TRANSFERRED — Pope 
John Paul II has transferred Bishop Juan 
Gerardi Conedera from the rural 
Guatemalan diocese he was forced to 
leave in 1980 because of death threats and 
named him auxilary bishop of Guatemala 


City. A Vatican announcement Aug. 14 ~ 


said the Pope had accepted the 
resignation of Bishop Gerardi as head of 
the Diocese of Santa Cruz del Quiche and 
transferred him to Guatemala City. The 
Vatican announcement did not say why 
the 61-year-old bishop was reassigned.

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CCS offers seniors aid

SAN DIEGO — A variety of assistance 


has been available to senior citizens 
through Catholic Community Services 
Department on Aging for about 12 years. 


Mary Kay Smith, the director of the 
department, said CCS basically offers 
information and referrals to those who 
call or come in. 


AMONG THE services available to 
the elderly through CCS are counseling, 


_information on senior centers, visits with 


convalescent hospital patients or shut-ins, 
the foster grandparent program, and 
education, Smith said. 

Acting as a liaison is her main role, she 
said, in that she directs seniors to the 
proper place for assistance. 


About 350 people per month seek her 
help, she said. Among the problems she is 
asked to. mediate are Social Security 
troubles, location of homemakers for the 
elderly, and assistance with housing. 


MANY SENIORS misunderstand 
Social Security notices, she said. She has 
never seen a senior citizen get ‘‘short- 
changed’’ by Social Security though, 
Smith said. 

‘I’ve seen overpayment due to lack of 
information or information being filed 
incorrectly,’’ she-said. 

Because she has maintained a good 
relationship with Social Security officials 
most of the troubles encountered by her

clients are easily settled, the director said. 


SINCE MANY seniors need help with 
household tasks, Smith is often called 


_ upon to locate homemakers. She said she 


has no listings at CCS but she refers 
callers to others who do, like the 
Homemakers Registry under the Older 
Americans Act. 


Those who cannot pay full cost for 
homemaker service may get assistance 
from Medical, she said. Medical looks at 
the need of the senior involved and will 
pay accordingly, Smith said. 

However Medical ‘‘will not pay for a 
companion which is what many seniors 
really want,’’ she said. Smith added the 
biggest problems for the elderly are 
loneliness, insufficient health care, and a 
fear of going outdoors. 

MANY SENIORS have left San Diego 
because of the high cost of housing, she 
said. With an income of $497 a month for 
one person from SSI, it is difficult to pay 


‘rent, utilities, health care and 


transportation costs, she said. 


Many seniors do not eat much, she 
said. Others go to city sponsored 
nutrition centers, where they pay little or 
no money, for their main meal, she said. 


Smith and David Slater of SHARE are 
working together on the Brown Bag 
program which will provide nutritious 
tree food to poor elderly in Ualitornia. 
The program, which began last 
December and is state funded, needs host 
sites in the center city and South Bay to 
get food out to those who need it, she said 


SMITH SAID she is often asked the 
name of a good Catholic convalescent 
home in San Diego. 


Because there isn’t one, she usually 
gives inquirers the names of three or four 
facilities in their geographic area, she 
said. She encourages callers to visit each 
of her suggestions before making their 
decision, the director said. 


Another problem some elderly face is 
senior abuse, which can be physical, 
financial or mental, she said. 


A SPOKESPERSON for the San 
Diego Council on Aging, Leana 
Thompson, said there is a newly installed 
hotline to report senior abuse. 

Anyone who suspects an elderly person 
is being mistreated may call 560-2118 and 
report the problem, she said.

SAN DIEGO — Many local parishes 
have formed groups which offer senior 
citizens the opportunity to remain active. 


At Santa Sophia Church, Spring 
Valley, the group has about 30 members, 
said Helen Pecoraro, the president. 


‘©WE TRY to find common interests,”’ 
she said. Most of those who come do so 
for companionship, she added. 


The group meets the first Thursday of 
the month and has had _ potlucks,, 
celebrated birthdays, held sing-alongs 
and has been given Christmas luncheons 
by the eighth grade students of Santa 
Sophia School, she said. 


Pecoraro said the association is in the 
process of forming a board to come up 
with ideas for other activities. They will 
go on trips if they can get a large enough 
group together, she said. 


TOM MCDONALD, the chairman of 
St. John seniors, Encinitas, said their 
group meets on the third Thursday of the 
month and offers ‘‘a break from the 
normal routine”’ for its members. 


The organization was set up two years 
ago by the parish. The pastor of St. John, 
Father Timothy Harnett, is deeply 
committed to the group, he said.

AS NEWLYWEDS, she and _ her 
husband, Daniel, moved to San Diego 
from Minnesota in 1922.

Upon arriving, the two lived in a tent 
until they built the house in which she still 
lives in Southeast San Diego. 

Her parents had built a house across 
the street from her new home shortly 
before.

‘WHEN WE built our house there

she said. ‘‘We were told to take any’

“Her home is now completely 
surrounded by other houses. 

McCarthy was a member of Our Lady 
of Angels parish when she first came here. 
When St. Rita Church began she went 
there. 

AT FIRST, Mass was celebrated at a 
little house in Encanto, she said. Later, 


Msgr. Gallagher, the second pastor of the 
parish, held Mass in what is now the 
church cafeteria. 

She and her husband worked with 
Msgr. Gallagher to obtain the building 
that became the first St. Rita Church. 
Today it is overshadowed by the present 
church building and serves as an 
auditorium. 

At 86 years of age, McCarthy is an 
active member of St. Rita Parish 
community. 

SHE HAS belonged to the Legion of 
Mary since it began at the parish in 1953.

The Legion visits sick people in the 
hospital and works to get children to CCD 
classes, she said. 


Currently she is president of the Junior 
Legion of Mary, a group for elementary 
and high school aged children. 


She was principal of the CCD program 
at St. Rita for many years, she said. She 
plans on working with the program again 
this coming year, she added. 


ST. RITA SODALITY has been 
meeting in McCarthy’s home since 1947, 
she said. The sodality sells items to raise 
money for the parish. 


‘“We’ve supplied the wine for Mass for 
the last two years,’’ she said. 


She also belongs to the Rosary and - 
Altar Society of the parish, she said. The 
group does ‘‘anything which needs to be 
done’’ including maintaining the church 
altar, McCarthy said. 


SHE HAS seen many changes during 
her life both within St. Rita Parish and 
the Church. 

When she first joined St. Rita it was 
mainly an all white parish. Now the area 
is sprinkled with many different 
nationalities. 

She said she is happy to belong to St. 
Rita because of all the different 
nationalities of people there. 
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cooks can’t come in, though, the seniors 
have a potluck lunch, McDonald said. 


A MASS is held before lunch and 
entertainment normally follows it, he 
said. 


The 100-member group has traveled to 
Catalina and will go to Death Valley in 
October, he said. 


‘*The prime purpose of our group is for 
social get-togethers,’’ he said. 


AT ST. RITA Church the senior 
group has less than 15 members. 


Marie Schott, the president, said there 
were over 100 people in the organization 
eight years ago but many have since 
passed away. 


Every Thursday, they get together to 
play cards or bingo, eat a potluck lunch 
and make crafts which are donated to the 
parish bazaar, she said. 


TRIPS TO Seaport Village, the Wild 
Animal Park, boat excursions and train 
rides to San Juan Capistrano have been 
taken by the group, she said. 


Earl Holden, treasurer of St. Vincent 
de Paul seniors, said his group meets on 
Wednesdays. 


Among the activities of the association 
are craft-making, viewing of travel films, 
plays, blood pressure checks and a seniors 
market which makes food stuff available 
at 35 percent less than grocery store 
prices, he said. 


A LUNCH of soup and sandwiches is 
usually served during the meetings for a 
small donation, he said. 


The 45-member group raises money by 
having boutique and bake sales, Holden 
said. The fundraisers are so successful 
that the organization makes donations to 
the parish from them, he said. 


Like many other senior groups, St. 
Vincent seniors journey to places like 
Lawrence Welk’s and the Del Mar Fair, 
he said. 


AT OUR LADY of the Sacred Heart, 
Herman’ Burdick, the’ senior 
organization’s director, said the group 
has held bingo Friday mornings for the 
past 11 years. About 125 people show up 
to play the game, he said. 


Proceeds from bingo are used to 
subsidize the senior center, he said. 
Seniors can eat inexpensive meals at the 
Centro Hispano, he added. 


The group has about 45 regular 
members, Burdick said. They have 
traveled to Disneyland, Knotts Berry 
Farm, Farmers Market and a number of 
other places, he said. 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
will be present on Aug. 26 to rededicate 
Our Lady of Angels Church at a 12:15 
Mass.

The following letter was sent this week to all the priests of the 
Diocese: 


Dear Msgrs. and Fathers: 


During recent weeks, the Church in our Diocese has 
experienced a series of unjustified attacks by various agencies of 
the news media. These sordid attacks have wounded people who 
need our support. And, as I am sure you have noticed, these 
attacks have no real news value. It is, therefore, logical to 
conclude that some in our community wish to harm the Church 
itself. 


Like you, I am saddened by these attacks. We all have the 
temptation ‘‘to fight back,’’ but it is very important for us to 
place these unfortunate incidents within a Christian context. 


I make no apologies for the fact that I have always tried to treat 
the clergy of the Diocese with kindness. Like all human beings, 
the clergy are human, too, sometimes painfully and fragilely so. I 
have always believed that kindness is the clearest indication of my 
commitment to the Gospel. When people have been troubled, I 
have always tried to be kind to them. I sincerely hope that no one 
will mistake my kindness for weakness.

Hundreds of tourists also were in Castelgandolfo, 15 miles 
south of Rome, to celebrate both the feast and Italy’s major 
summer holiday, Ferragosto.

_ heaven, will be our powerful intercessor before God,’’ the pope 


told the crowd. Groups from several nations serenaded him with 
native songs. .

Peter’s Square, took the place of the weekly general audience. 


EARLIER IN the day, the pope celebrated Mass at the parish 
church in Castelgandolfo, situated just yards from the papal 
residence.

He explained that the celebration of God’s taking the body and 
soul of the Blessed Virgin Mary into heaven reminds all people 
that they are redeemed and are destined to live in heaven like 
Mary for all eternity.

Q. Is it correct that only a priest or deacon can preach in 
Church? 


A. The 1983 Code of Canon Law is remarkable for its 
enhanced recognition of the laity’s role in the Church. The 1983 
Code specifies many of the rights and duties of lay people in the 
Church. In cc. 224-231, some of these rights and duties are 
outlined. Lay persons have both the obligation and the right to 
acquire a knowledge of Christian doctrine adapted to their 
capacity and condition so that they can live in accord with that 
doctrine. The laity are to announce this doctrine and to defend it 
when necessary. They are to be well equipped to assume their 
role in exercising the apostolate. It is in this context of the laity’s 
obligation to announce and defend Christian doctrine, then, that 
the issue of preaching must be treated. 


C. 755 states: ‘‘Lay persons can be admitted to preach in a 
Church if it is necessary or if it is useful according to the 
prescriptions of the conference of bishops...’’ There is one 
important exception to this general rule. The homily, which is 
preached at Mass, is reserved to a priest or deacon. Furthermore, 
as the canon states, general norms about lay preaching are to be 
drawn up by the episcopal conference, in our case, the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


It is important to note the Code’s_ broad 
understanding of the term preaching. Formal preaching and 
ceatechetical formation are prime examples of proclaiming 
Christian teaching and doctrine. But other means are also 
explicitly mentioned: the exposition of doctrine in schools, 
academies, conferences and meetings of every type; public 
declarations made by legitimate authority on the occasion of 
certain events; press coverage; and all instruments of social 
communication. 


Finally, it is necessary to make a few remarks about the 
ecclesial nature of preaching. Preaching is a formal act done in 
the name of the church. In the 1917 Code, preaching was seen as 
a specific act of jurisdiction because it was understood to bind the 
consciences of those who listened. There is a different nuance to 
the present Code’s understanding of preaching, but also 
emphasized is its ecclesial nature. Thus, the Code says that the 
first purpose of preaching is ‘‘to propose those things which one 
ought to believe and do for the glory of God and for the salvation 
of humankind.”’ Preaching is also to communicate the Church’s 
teaching about the dignity and freedom of the human person; the 
unity and stability of the family and its duties; the obligations 
which men and women have from being joined together in 
society; and the ordering of temporal affairs according to God’s 
plan. Above all, preaching is to be accomplished in a manner 
accommodated to the condition of the listeners and adapted to 
the needs of the times.

Sometimes we need to look at the things we are doing to 
understand what we are thinking. I don’t mean that in

Next, the scuzzy carpet in the den was thrown out and 
the floor tiled — an effort so successful that I turned my 
attention to the bathroom floor, which had bothered me 
from the beginning, so badly had it orginally been laid, 
and replaced the tile there too. I am now in the process of 
changing bedrooms and their decor and have plans to 
paint interior and exterior walls and wood. 


It all seemed very reasonable until someone asked 
““Why?”’ Even then, the reasons were sound. ‘‘Yes,’’ my 
unsettling questioner continued, ‘‘but why now?’’ Why 
indeed? It is not spring. Summer is not a time usually 
conducive to manual labor, for me at least. Why now, at 
this particular time am I seized with the urge to build and 
repair and recreate? The answer, when it leapt at. me 
seemed at first no answer at all.

Because my mother has what is probably terminal 
cancer. Because she is dying. Am I then, trying to deny 
death? Am I seeking some kind of escape from reality? 
Am I, as someone suggested, reviving the ‘‘nesting 
urge?”’ After reflection, I think not. After reflection, it 
seems to me that what I am doing is trying to reaffirm life 
in the face of death — to act out the belief so basic to my 
life-faith, that death has its place in life and does not 
negate the things of life — to restate that life goes on and 
that death is only part of that on-going life. 


I think we often feel a certain guilt if we plan ‘‘for the 
future’? when someone we love lies near to death. And 
then, our grief at the impending loss tends to sap our 
enthusiasm for anything not directly related to the care 
and loving of that person. But one does not love less nor 
care less if one allows other interests to occupy some time 
and space — not to the detriment of that which belongs 
first to our loved invalid, but in the intervals in between, 
when all that can be done has been done and one is alone 
and waiting. 


It is a very easy thing to become so occupied with the 
thought of one who is so close to leaving us forever, that 
all else falls away and we abdicate, in a sense, from what 
life has been for us and should be in the future. Then after 
the’ awaited death has bereaved us, it is so much more 
difficult to ‘‘pick up the threads’’ and start weaving back 
into the tapestry of our lives. If it is possible to remain 
“‘forward-looking’’ and recognizing that there is dynamic 


life beyond death, not only for those who die, but for 
those left behind, it becomes — not easier, but — more 
probable that we will not be incapacitated by loss and all 
the emotions that accompany it. 


Then, too, in the case of a long, slowly deteriorating 
illness where we who watch and care may find little or no 
personal freedom to come and go or even to step for a 
while outside the home, depression can be an insidious 
guest. But it is hard to feel depressed when one is 
overcome with a sense of delighted accomplishment — 
when. the tiles lie flat and even the lawn sits neatly 
confined and orderly and the bedrooms begin to burst 
into new color and design. 


It may seem all very trivial, but then, so much of what 
we do in life is trivial when viewed from the vantage point 
of death, and it is all only a means to an end. There is only 
so much that we can do for those we love at such times. 
That often is a great hardship for us. We would like to 
suffer for them, die for them, feel better for them. But we 
cannot. We are on the sidelines and however much 
presence and care we give, they make their journey alone. 
It is from this kind of frustration that we who are left need 
protection. We need to be able to accept that while our 
help and love is finite, their needs are now close to the 
infinite. And so, we look around at our world and begin to 
make it a little better; do what needs to be done; repair 
and renovate and so on — unless we also lose sight of the 
fact that life is important and die a bit too much ourselves. 


Pope John XXII — Twenty-years later 


We were playing the game of ‘Trivial Pursuit not long 
ago and a card came up asking what two world leaders 
with the name of John died in 1963. After some thought, 
my adolescent said, ‘‘John F. Kennedy,’’ but he couldn’t 
come up with the other, who was Pope John 23rd. 
“*Geez,’’ he said, “‘how am I supposed to know that?”’ 


I looked at him in disbelief. Not know of John 23rd? 
My son? Then I realized he was born five years after John 
23rd died and has lived with three popes since. Could I 
name a pope who died five years before I was born? Don’t 
ask. ie or 


But as startling as the idea was that my son didn’t know 
the significance of Pope John was the realization that it 
has been 21 years since he died...the period of time 
between birth and legal maturity. 


I realize that many of today’s young parents don’t 
remember John 23rd either or the impact he had upon 
our church and the world, even though they lived in his 
time. 


But I belieye it is important to understand our 
immediate past in order to understand our present in the

church. What John 23rd let loose in his brief reign as 
keeper of the kingdom affects us significantly today. 


It would be a mistake to believe that everyone 
remembers Pope John as:fondly as I do. He has been 
reviled for calling the Second Vatican Council which, in 
turn, is frequently blamed for the ‘‘death of the true 
church.’’ Indeed, there are many Catholics who wish 


_ there had never been a Pope John 23rd. 


Those too young to remember sometimes hear these 
complaints and ask, ‘‘What did he do that was so 
controversial?’’ When John 23rd came to the papacy, we 

had a different church. We believed, for example, that 
only Catholics belonged to the true church (and could go 
to heaven), that eating meat on Friday and murder were 
equal mortal sins (for which one went to hell) and that all 
other faiths were suspect. 


We lived, in a highly clerical church with little lay 
involvement. Mass was said in Latin with the priest’s 
back to the people. Censorship was routine and dissent 
minimal, If one disagreed with church law or authority, 
he usually: left the church. 


Above all, the Tradition of the church was supreme. 
We accepted and followed without question because, 


“It’s always been that way,’’ and ‘‘because Father says 


”? 


so. 


When John burst upon the scene, nobody expected him 
to change the status quo. But he, like significant figures in 
God’s history, recognized that, distortions had set in. 
Catholics were beginning to question how heaven was 
reserved for us when we knew so many faith-filled in other 
denominations. Catholics, becoming more educated, 
began to question the church’s suspicion of the human 

sciences like psychology and sociology. 


When John 23rd called the Council, it was because he 
recognized these distortions and the need to address them. 
Vatican II, contrary to many opinions, did not initiate the 
ferment, but recognized that it was already there and had 
to be dealt with if people were to have a church which met 
the needs of their times and spoke to them personally. 


Pope John’s famous line in announcing the Council set 
the tone for what was to follow: ‘‘We must shake off the 
imperial dust that has gathered on the throne of Peter.’’ 


Whether that has been accomplished in 21 years is up 
for question. But Pope John 23rd made a start and that is 
why he is remembered, reviled, and revered. (It’s also 
why he’s in Trivial Pursuit.) 


The Mass is worship, not entertainment 


I love to go to baseball games during the summer, but I 
am usually frustrated just before the game begins. The 
public address announcer asks us all to stand for the 
national anthem. He then tells us that the anthem will be 
sung by some recording ‘“‘star’’ or ‘‘famous person.’’ We, 
the fans, are reduced to silence. 


Now I recognize that the Dodgers are an excellent 
organization and they know what they are doing, but in 
this instance they commit an error. They are guilty of not 
recognizing the difference between participation and 
entertainment. Some may wish to argue that the attempt 
of most of the singers to negotiate the wide range of ‘“The 
Star Spangled Banner,’’ while adding impertinent 
personal frills, can hardly be classified as entertainment, 
but the point is that the fans should not have to listen 


. passively to the national anthem as if it were part of a 


concert. The fact that we stand is not only a sign of respect 
but also an indication that we are ready to join actively in 


_the song which represents our country. Notice, if you are 


familiar with the baseball practice, the contrast of this | 
boring beginning with the seventh inning stretch when all 
invited to sing together ‘“Take Me Out to the Ballgame.”’ 


That is participation. 

Participation is what we need at Mass. We should have 
clearly in.mind that the Mass is not entertainment. We 
cannot sit back, and expect that the Choir will perform as 
if we were at a-concert or that the priest will add a little 
diversion in his homily as if he were a stand-up comic. 
Mass is worship, not entertainment, and worship 
demands full, active participation. 


The Second Vatican Council in its Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy (14) made this important declaration: 
““Mother Church earnestly desires that all the faithful be 
led to that. full conscious and active participation in 
liturgical celebations which is demanded by the very 
nature of the liturgy...In the restoration and promotion of 
the sacred liturgy, this full and active participation by all 
the people is the aim to be considered before all else.’’ 


The Constitution also points out that this active 
participation is the right and duty of the laity by reason of 
their baptism whereby they are constituted a royal 
priesthood. When it comes to entertaiment, talent should 
be the first consideration. People should not hold off from 


singing because (they modestly protest) they have no 
voice. A prayerful offering of the voice which God has 
given us is pleasing to Him, if not to those near us in 
church. 


Participation is, however, not only a right but a duty. 
We owe God our entire being, body as well as soul, voice 
as well as heart. The Mass is not a quiet meditation but a 
complete response of the entire human person to God. Of 
course participation includes more than singing. The 
saying of prayers and our bodily movements are part of 
worship too. 


I would be remiss if I were not to observe that the chief 
element of divine worship must be a sincere, internal 
dispositon, but the point of this article on a warm, 
baseball-type day in August is that the Mass is not 
entertainment. Whether the Dodgers ever mend their 
ways and encourage participation during the national 
anthem is of little moment, but full, active participation in 
the Mass is of great importance. It is our duty and our 
right to worship God with our whole being.

Father Waiches was ordained in 1946 for the Society of 
the Divine Word. He worked about twe years with 
Japanese youth for two years and then several years in an 
inner-city St. Louis, Mo., parish. He moved on to the 
Diocese of Austin, where for the next 10 years he was a 
pastor. At the same time, he earned: his doctorate in 
counseling psychology at the University of Texas. 


He taught at a seminary in St. Louis for two years 
before moving to the San Diego. Here, he served at Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart at three different times; St. 
Charles, Imperial Beach; Our Lady of Perpetual Help, 
Riverside; Immaculate Conception, Colton; and, finally, 
St. Joseph, Holtville. } 

‘‘MOST OF my life was devoted to working with the 
underdogs,’’ he said. The Spanish-speaking in Texas 
“‘were treated badly’’ and were not allowed to enter 
certain businesses. ‘‘So we had to try to change things,”’ 
Father Waiches said. 

When he coached an all-black girl’s softball team in St. 
Louis, ‘‘We were the first team to play with the white 
girls.’’ The job of “‘integrating the playgrounds’”’ was 
more difficult for the girls than for him. 


The white girls whispered ‘‘nasty things” to the black — 


girls when they found an opportunity, Father Waiches 
said. Sometimes the baserunners would call time out, run 
to Father Waiches (who was coaching the baserunners), 
and tell them they had been insulted. 

FATHER WAICHES’ brand of social change was 
different than the methods used today by others, he said. 
‘‘People who try to change things today are more forward 
and they want results right now.”’ ; 

Today’s social change advocates look for confrontation, 
he said. “‘In those days if you tried to rock the boat the 
bishops would tell you you had two hours to get out of the 
diocese.”’ 


But now, bishops have begun to embrace and 
personally work for social change, he said. 

MSGR. O’DOWD is living in an apartment close to 
his last priestly assignment, St. Didacus Church in 
Normal Heights. Like Father Waiches, his retirement 
was precipitated by illness.

A little over a year ago Msgr. O’Dowd could not move 
his left hand. Many tests were conducted, including a 
brain scan, but no cause for the problem was found. In 
January of this year he was given a clean bill of health, he 
said. 


He retired in the middle of this year, although he had 
“‘never’’ thought about retirement or made plans for it. 
He would like to be called on as a supply priest. 


HE ENJOYS walking in Balboa park and going to the ~ 


beach: Those hobbies “‘helped my rapid recovery.”’ 


Msgr. O’Dowd enjoys living close to St. Didacus 
School and plans to visit the children there as often as he 
can. 


The priesthood called to him even as a child in Ireland. 
He remembers breaking his grandfather’s clay pipe. He 
told his grandfather not to punish him since he was going 
to be a priest. His irate grandfather did not agree and the 
future monsignor had to hide in the fields near home for a 
time. 


HIS SEMINARY training came at St. Peter’s College 
in Wexford. ‘‘I had hopes of going to Australia’ as a 
missionary priest, but chose San Diego at the 
encouragement of fellow seminarians. 


He was ordained June 9, 1940. ‘‘War conditions were 
on and I couldn’t get transportation out.”’ 


‘ 


By a “‘secret arrangement’’ between the governments 
of Ireland and the United States in December 1942, he 
boarded a troop ship headed to America with 11 other 
priests. 


ST. JOHN the Evangelist Church was his first 
assignment. Two years later he was sent to the desert 
town of Twenty-Nine Palms. ‘‘I had two or three hours to 
get ready.” 


“If it were possible I would have crawled back to 
Ireland. I’d never lived in a barren desert,’’ Msgr. 
O’Dowd said. 


At first, suspicion abounded in him over’ the 
parishioners. “‘I didn’t think that any normal person 
would live in a place like that,’’ he said. 


“I MADE up my mind to persevere,’ he said. He 
lived in Twenty-Nine Palms 22 years: He came to love 
the people in his parish and was reluctant to leave when 
called back to San Diego. 


“It was hard to leave the desert. Unbelievable. My 
roots were deep there.’’ He remembers a time when he 


was missing the desert and prayed, ‘‘ ‘Dear God, I ‘ 


think I made a mistake...’ I talked with God and found 


this is the way God wanted it.”’

“PVE SO many God-children of all different 
nationalities,’’ she said. 


God has given her the ability to love everybody, 
regardless of the color of their skin, she said. : 

The joining of hands during the Our Father at Mass 
has made people more friendly, she said. 

SHE LIKES receiving communion in the hand. — 
**Making a bed for Christ in your hand is a beautiful way 
to receive Him,”’ she said. 


She was never saddened by the change of the Liturgy 
from Latin to English, McCarthy said. Many of ‘‘those © 


who complained didn’t know a word of Latin,’’ she said. . 


McCarthy’s husband passed away 21 years ago. She 
continues to live in their home but not alone because she 
“‘lives with the Lord,’’ she said. 

SHE HAD three children, two daughters, both 
deceased, and one son who lives in New York. 


She goes on retreat every year to Redlands to ‘‘be with 
the Lord,”’ she said. Being away from television, phones 
and newspapers, allows her to listen to the Lord. 


In 1956, McCarthy visited the shrine of St: Anne de 


‘Beaupre in Quebec, Canada, She had wanted to go to 


Lourdes but, lacking the funds, she decided Canada was 
closer, she said. 


FINALLY, IN 1977, she went to Lourdes. She raised 
part of the money for the trip by winning a raffle. The rest 
came from her son and friends, she said. 


Lourdes was beautiful, she said. There were so many 
people there, including many sick persons seeking a cure, 
she added. 


McCarthy said she probably wouldn’t be a Catholic if it 
were not for her wonderful parents. Her mother was a 
convert through whom she witnessed many miracles, she 
said. 


HER MOTHER, who was crippled, was told by 
doctors to have an abortion because she would not be able 
to carry a child to term, she said. A priest told her mother 
not to do this but to rely on God for strength, she added. 


Because of her mother’s faith in the Lord, she gave 
birth to a healthy son nine months later, she said. 


McCarthy said-this was one of many experiences which 
taught her to believe in miracles.

MOST OF the people who work at the centers are 
volunteers, Roberts said. Some are welfare recipients who 
are working off their food stamps, she said. 


A retired registered nurse, Pat Soukup, comes in every 
Monday to do blood pressure checks, she said. The center 
also’ has volunteer entertainment and homeowner/rental 
assistance weekly, she added. 


A person has to be 60 years of age or older to receive 
meals from the centers, she said. 


“‘THE INTENT of the program is to encourage 
people to stay in the mainstream,’’ Roberts said. The 
centers provide the elderly with recreation and keep their 
minds active, she said. ; 

Roberts said the meals served provide one-third of the 
national daily requirements of vitamins. 


Home delivered meals is the ’service she feels best 
about, she said. Many of the people who receive meals at 
home would have to go to convalescent hospitals if not for 
the service, the coordinator said. 


‘“‘WITH HOME delivery we keep people in familiar 
surroundings,’’ she said. 


Marisela Lozano, the director of the program at Our 
Lady of Angels, said the center there opened in 1977. It 
provides meals for about 225 people daily, she said. 


OLA also has 5 satellites to which it sends meals and 
delivers meals to shut-ins, Lozano said. Seniors are asked 
make a donation for the meals eaten, she said. 


TRANSPORTATION AND escort service as well as 
recreational activities and classes are provided at the 
senior center, she said. Blood pressure checks, legal 
services and counseling are also offered, the director 


added. 


As at St. Charles, most of the workers at OLA are 
volunteers or workfare participants, she said. 


Lozano said the program benefits its participants both 
nutritionally and socially. 


BECAUSE THE OLA center goes beyond what they 
are contracted to do, seniors are provided with a variety of 
activities, she said. a 

For example, birthday parties are celebrated on the last 
Friday of the month and dances are held, she said. 


Ruby Sexton, manager of the nutrition center of St. 
Jude, said they serve over 200 meals a day. One of the 
first in the county to open in 1974, the facility provides 
home delivered meals and sends some to St. Anthony in 
National City, she said. 


UNLIKE THE other two parish operations, St. Jude 
does not use any workfare personnel but relies on 
volunteer senior citizens to help staff the program, Sexton 
said. 

The senior center is open from 8:30-4:30, she said, and 
sponsors activities similiar to the other two parish 
nutricion centers. 


The group goes on bus trips, has blood pressure checks 
and nutricion education courses, she said. St. Jude also 
provides transportation to the center and takes the elderly 
grocery shopping one day a week, she added. 

PARTICIPANTS ARE asked to donate 75 cents for ; 
their meals if they are able, she said. 

The program is good because ‘‘some wouldn’t get a 
meal’’ if not for the centers, she said. 

Seniors also need the social atmosphere found at the 
centers, Sexton said. ‘‘They talk, play bingo and enjoy 
themselves,’’ she said.

Serra Bicentennial celebrated by Bishops 


CARMEL — On August 28, California’s 25 bishops 
will concelebrate Mass at Mission San Carlos Borromeo 
on the shores of Carmel Bay to mark: the .200th 
anniversary of the death of Father Junipero Serra. The 
liturgy will also mark the beginning of the Serra 
Bicentennial Year. 


To prepare for the anniversary of Serra’s death, the 
bishops of California, acting through their organization, 
the California Catholic Conference, established the Serra 
Bicentennial Commission . with Bishop Thaddeuas 
Shubsda of Monterrey as its chairmen. 


Prior to the bishops’ Mass, special parish celebrations 
throughout California on August 26 will mark the 
bicentennial of Fr. Serra, the Franciscan missionary who 
founded the first nine of the State’s 21 missions. 


Born in Mallorca, Spain in 1713, Fr. Serra arrived in 
Mexico City in 1750. He worked as a missionary in the 
mountains of Sierra Gorda for eight years and preached 
for nine more years in the diocese of Central Mexico. In 
1769, at the age of 56, he founded the first of the nine 
missions he would build in the next 15 years. 


The Bicentennial Commission has announced a wide 
range of activities designed to further Serra’s recognition 
as ‘‘one of the greatest characters of all history, a true 
priest, an ideal’soldier, an evangelist, an empire-builder, 
a dreamer with a poet’s soul.”’ 


The commission represents almost every art, science and 
discipline in the state’s culture and its members hope that 
during the Serra Year the Church will declare this 
“‘apostle of California’’ venerable. Such a declaration 
would be a major step toward canonization. 


Commissioned by the Serra committee, the well-known 
illustrator of children’s books, Leo Politi, has completed 
a drawing to be made into a poster for the Bicentennial 
Year. 


Three Serra symposia scheduled for San Diego, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco are well into their planning 
processes. A grant from the Knights of Columbus will 
subsidize the publication of talks from the symposia in 
book form. 
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Dr. Joseph *McElligott, director of the Division of 
Education of the California’ Catholic Conference, 
announced the release of three booklets on Serra’s call 
and missionary journey for elementary and junior high 
students. 


Sister Gertrude Ann Sullivan, BVM, author of a series 
of texts is scheduled to conduct workshops for teachers in 
several dioceses this Fall and at the October 19-20 
Mustardseed VII convention in Sacramento where the 
theme will be Mission: Our Legacy From Junipero Serra. 


Eight video tapes are already available from a series of 
television programs being produced by. Father Juan 
Matas, a member of the Los Angeles Archdiocese 
Communications Department. 

In November, according to the government of Spain, a 
pilgrimage of 250 persons is expected to come from 
Mallorca to California. They will tour the missions and 
culminate their pilgrimage at Carmel.

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God, Coach led 
boxer to gold |

LOS ANGELES (NC) — On the way _ 


to an Olympic gold medal, American 
light flyweight boxer Paul Gonzales had a 
lot of help. 


““When I step mto the ring I am never 


alone. There are three persons in my 
corner — God, myself and my coach Al 
Stankie. That’s an unbeatable team,”’ 
Gonzales said during the Olympic boxing 
tournament. 


GONZALES WON the 106-pound 


title and the gold medal Aug. 11 when 
Salvatore Todisco of Italy had to bow out 


because of a fractured right thumb he ~ 


suffered in his semifinal bout. 


Gonzales also was awarded with the 
Val Baker Cup by the International 
Amateur Boxing Association as_ the 
Games’ outstanding boxer. 


According to Olympic rules, only the 
official team coach, Pat Nappi, and his 
-assistant were allowed in the corner. But 
being out of the ring did not keep Stankie, 
whom Gonzales affectionately calls 
““Dad,’’ out of the fight. 


“‘THE WAY Dad and I work is he 
calls out numbers throughout the fight. 
They tell me to pull back, to lead with my 
left, to move around more or whatever 
response is best to the other man’s attack. 
That’s how Dad and I win,’’ said 
Gonzales. 


The boxer said that even with the noise 
in a crowded auditorium, he could still 
hear Stankie calling out numbers. ‘‘I can 
focus on my Dad any time of the day.’’ 


Gonzales has been boxing since 
Stankie, a Los Angeles Police 
Department officer, pulled him off the 
street for gang-fighting when the fighter 
was 10 years old. 


HE ADMITTED he ‘‘was nervous 
when I first went out. But I kept 
visualizing the whole fight and the other 
man and what he would do before I went 
out there. I kept thinking of who'l am and 
what I had to do. 


“And then I went out and gave the 
man a boxing lesson.’’ 


Mass before marathon 
for Olympic runner

LOS ANGELES (NC) — _ After 
attending Mass at Our Saviour Church 
within the University of Southern 
California Olympic Village, Joan Benoit 
went running. 


It was no ordinary Sunday morning 
run, but the first women’s marathon in 
Olympic history. She set the pace from 
the start, winning with a time of 2:24.52. 


IT WAS the end of a race she began a 
half-continent away as a schoolgirl in St. 
Bartholomew parish in Cape Elisabeth, 
Maine. It was also the start of a new page 
in the annals of women’s sports. 


““There are those who have questioned 
the ability of a woman to run the long 
distance race. 
answered those questions,’’ said the 
27-year-old Miss Benoit, who has run 
since she was a youth even though she did 
not compete on a world-class level until 
1978. 

‘“‘When Frank Shorter won the 
marathon in 1972 it legitimized the race 
in the minds of many people. I hope this 
has done the same for the. women’s 
marathon,”’ she said. 


BENOIT’S PRESENCE in Cape

THE OLYMPIAN, a graduate of 
Holy Trinity School and Sacred Heart 
Academy in Louisville, won gold medals 
for her individual performance in the 100- 
and 200-meter butterfly and her leg of the 
4x100-meter medley relay. 


A priest from the Newman Center at 
the University of Southern California, 
where the Olympics were housed, agreed 
to celebrate the liturgy for the family at 
the hotel the day after Mary won her third 
gold medal. 


“Our family just seemed to think that 
it was a fitting way to say goodbye’’ and 
to celebrate the occasion, Mrs. Meagher 
told The Record, the newspaper of the 
Archdiocese of Louisville. 

AT THE family gathering, the 
Meaghers, who are members of Holy 
Trinity parish, gave their daughter a gold 
cross and chain as a memento. 


Mrs. Meagher said this signified that 


Mary ‘‘always strove for spiritual 
excellence as well as for physical 
excellence. 


“‘T feel that, as she will tell you, her 
faith is so meaningful to her’’ and it was 
her strength when she was away from 
home preparing for the Olympics, Mrs. 
Meagher said. 


“WE WERE a little worried when we 
first got there that perhaps she would feel 
more pressure because all of us had come 
so far,’’ Mrs. Meagher said. ‘“‘But we 
said to her that this had prompted another 
family reunion. When she heard us say 
that she felt better. She kind of joined in 
the fun.’ 


Although Mary was nervous, Mrs. 
Meagher said she did not think the 
pressure was.as great at the Olympics as it 
was at the try-outs in Indianapolis. 


“She wanted to make the team,’’ her 
mother said. ‘‘She also wanted the gold. 
But if the others had proved to be better, 
Mary wasn’t going to be wiped out. She 
would have accepted that.’’ 


BUT MARY performed well, not only 
making it to Los Angeles but also setting 
two Olympic records while there. She 
broke the 100-meter record while 
qualifying for the finals with a time of 
59.05:seconds. In the 200-meter final she 
set an Olympic record with a time of 
2:06.90. 


Sandwiched between these individual 
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Mary T. Meagher 


performances, she swam the fastest 
butterfly leg in history (58.04) in the 
4x100 medley relay Aug. 3. Her 
performance gave the winning U.S. team 
a comfortable lead going into the final leg 
of the relay. 


Mrs. Meagher said she and her 
husband were impressed with the 
attitutde among competitors when they 
visited the Olympic village. 


‘THEY WOULD all be smiling and 
saying hello in different languages,’’ she 
said. ‘The friendliness was so apparent.’’ 


And they experienced the same thing at 
the opening ceremony, which, Mrs. 
Meagher said, was ‘‘one of the most 
emotional and most wonderful things I’ve 
ever seen. It was a wonderful 
beginning.”’ ; 

She added, ‘‘Maybe that was one of the 
reasons we didn’t feel all that nervous. It 
put the individual competition clearly in 
perspective. It is really such a small part 
of the whole thing.”’ : 


MRS. MEAGHER said she had heard 
the Olympics described many times as a 
means of promoting peace and 
undertanding among peoples of the 
world. But she said she didn’t realize 
what a force it can’ be until she 
experienced it: 


“Those kids, it didn’t make any 
difference to them whether they were 
Romanians, communist or who,’’ she 
said. ‘“They hugged each other and they | 
congratulated each other when , they 
won.’’

Retton, 16, is the youngest of five 
children of Ronnie and Lois Retton. Her 
father, who played basketball at West 
Virginia University with the legendary 
Jerry West, repairs and, maintains coal 
mining equipment.

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Swimmer keeps 
second gold

SAN’ DIEGO — Swimmer Theresa 
Andrews will keep the second gold medal 
she won in the Olympics this summer. 


Her first gold went to her brother, 
Dan, who was partly paralyzed in a 
bicycle accident. 


“LL KEEP that one,’’ the graduate 
of Baltimore’s Archbishop Keough High 
School said of the second medal. ‘‘My 
parents are holding it for me at home 
now.” 

After winning her first medal, in the 
100-meter backstroke July 31, Theresa 
presented it to Dan who had been 
watching her performance from his 
wheelchair in the stands with other 
members of the Andrews family. 


Her second gold medal came Aug. 3 in 
the 4x100 medley relay in which she 
swam leadoff, in backstroke. 


“I BELIEVED we both deserved a 
medal for all the efforts we went through 
this year,’’ she said in a_ telephone 
interview from San Diego where she was 
resting until the Aug. 12 Olympic closing 
ceremonies. ‘“‘We supported each other 
throughout the year, ”’ she said of her 
brother. 


When Dan, now 20, severed his spinal 
cord in a bicycle accident last August, 
Theresa left the University of Florida to 
be near him and train near her home at 
Annapolis, Md. Dan was hospitalized 
until the day after Thanksgiving. — 


Before swimming the event, Theresa 
gave Dan an Olympic ring and told him 
that whatever happened during that 
100-meter event, they had achieved it 
together. 

SHE HAD hoped to surprise him with 
the medal after the race, but Theresa said 
her intentions ‘‘slipped out’’ at the press 
conference after the event and some 
reporters reached her brother before she 


did. 
““They asked him how he felt about me 


giving him the medal and he didn’t even 
have it yet,’’ she said. 


Theresa, who spoke with a voice hoarse 
from ‘“‘yelling too much’’ at the meets, 
said she is retired from swimming now 
and will not compete at the University of 
Florida when she returns as a junior in the 
fall. The 21-year-old said, however, she 
may return to the pool as a coach or 
trainer. : 


AS A THERAPEUTIC recreation 
major, which she decided upon before her 
brother’s accident, she will treat spinal 
cord and head injuries.

Retton moved on to training in 
gymnastics two or three times a week in 


Morgantown along with her sister Shari, - 


Larry. added. Shari is now a senior at 
West Virginia University on a gymnastics 
scholarship and was an All-American 
gymnast her freshman year. 


LARRY RECALLS seeing Retton 
performing somersaults dressed ‘‘in her 
Sunday best’’ after attending church at 
St. Anthony’s. 

“She was cute asa button,’’ Larry 
said. 

The staff at Fairmont Catholic Grade 
School, which Mary Lou attended for two 
years, remember her as an excellent 
student who was very modest about her 
gymnastic achievements. 


“SHE NEVER really let on what she 


was doing,’ said Father Colombo 


Bandiera, pastor of St. Peter’s Parish and ° 


school board treasurer for Fairmont 
Catholic. ‘‘You’d have to ask her to hear 
how she’d done.”’ : 


Sister Mary DiDomenico, principal of 
the school when Retton was a student and 
cheerleader there, said that when the 
young woman, as an eighth-grader, 
returned from an_ international 
competition in Japan with four gold 
medals, ‘‘she came to school like nothing 
happened.”’ 


But Fairmont Catholic recognized her 
achievements anyway, naming the day 
she returned ‘‘Mary Lou Retton Day’’ 
and bringing all the school’s students to 
the gym to watch her work out. 

‘*AS SHE would win awards we would 
pin up her clippings and all,’’ said Coletta 
Schmidt, school secretary, regretting that 
none has been saved.

Religion controversy in campaign

dilemma’’ over the Democratic ticket’s 
pro-abortion position on the one hand, 
and the Republican administration’s 
policies on nuclear arms, Central 
America and domestic poverty on the 
other. 


The Reagan campaign had begun early 
to work hard for Catholic votes. 

On July 26, in one of his first official 
campaign appearances, the president 
attended the ethnic festival of St. Ann’s 
Parish in Hoboken, N.J., and made 
several religiously grounded appeals for 
the Republican ticket. He cited 
Democratic opposition to his campaigns 
for tuition tax credits and voluntary 
prayer in public schools and_ his 
opposition to abortion. 


ON ABORTION he asked why ‘‘those 
who claim to represent the party of 
compassion feel no compassion 
whatsoever for the most helpless among 
us — the unborn.’’ On Central America 
he said. his administration has aligned 
itself more with ‘‘the testimony of the 
pope than the claims of a communist 
clique.”’ 


President Reagan met personally with 
Archbishop Pio Laghi, the Holy See’s 
ambassador to the United States, on Aug. 
1 to discuss the lifting of U.S. economic 
sanctions on the pope’s native Poland. 
Whatever value the meeting may have 
had for U.S. policy toward Poland, it also 
was seen as having. domestic political 
effect for Reagan’s efforts to woo Catholic 
votes in an election year. 


Bush, meanwhile, was scheduled to 
address the annual convention of the 
Knights of Columbus, the largest 
Catholic fraternal organization in the 
country, on Aug. 8. 


MS. FERRARO’S Catholicism and 
her views on abortion alone would be 
enough to make the Catholic Church a 
continuing focus of campaign 
controversies. 


But even if there were no Catholic in 
contention for office, the church would 
have been guaranteed more visibility in 
this year’s campaign because of. the 
increasing activism of the bishops since 
198G0n major public policy issues besides 
abortion — most notably on the U.S. 
role in Central America and the morality 
of nuclear deterrence. 


Also indicative of the growing debate 
over the place of religion in politics was a 
revelation that the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, public policy arm of the 
bishops, was about to issue a new 
statement addressing the question. 


RUSSELL SHAW, USCC secretary 
for public affairs, told National Catholic 


News Service Aug. 6 that in addition to 
the usual USCC election-year statement 
on political responsibility, issued earlier 
this year, the USCC will issue a second 
statement soon elaborating more fully on 
church teaching as it relates to specific 
issues raised in the Democratic and 
Republican campaigns. 

The statement was originally expected 
at the end of August but was released 
Aug. 9 after The New York Times 
published short quotations from the 
document. 


Issued in the name of the USCC 
executive committee by Bishop James 
Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, USCC 
president, the statement rejected the 
“implied dichotomy’’ between personal 
morality and public policy as ‘‘not 
logically tenable.’’ 

IT ALSO repudiated the injection of 
religion ‘‘into a political campaign 
through appeals to candidates’ religious 
affiliations and commitments.”’ 


The statement insisted that the bishops 
have a right to address public policy issues 
in order to establish ‘‘a framework of 
moral guidance’”’ for people to consider in 
making political decisions. 


This, however, should not be 
understood as “‘political partisanship’’ by 
the bishops or an endorsement or 
denunciation of particular candidates, the 
statement added. 


MS. FERRARO questioned the 
bishops’ opposition to separating personal 
morality and public policy. Through an 
aide she said: ‘‘I am amazed at how times 
have changed. Twenty years ago people 
were afraid John Kennedy would impose 
his religious beliefs on his decisions in 
government. Now some people are afraid 
I won’t.”’ 


There was no immediate comment on 
the statement from Cuomo, Reagan or 
Bush, aides for each said Aug. 10. 


Gov. Cuomo argued in his interview 
with the New York Times that President 
Reagan played a major role in creating 
the controversy because he ‘‘has wrapped 
himself in religiosity. Reagan has used 
religion aggressively as a weapon, as a 
tool.”’ 


SPEAKING TO reporters in 
Washington Aug. 3, Cuomo said, ‘‘We 
see the president repeatedly making much 
of religious issues like abortion, 
homosexuality. We see him in religious 
settings. All of this is not inappropriate. 
What I am suggesting is that there are 
other religious people.... The whole 
question of religion and politics is in 
danger of being co-opted by a single kind 
of religious group.”’

woman is heard saying ‘‘why don’t THEY 
do something about it?’’ And the other 
voice in the ad turns it around and tells 


her she is part of the ‘’they’’ who 


should be doing something about world 
poverty and starvation. 

Are many of us like the woman in the 
ad, horrified by statistics about hunger, 
but always leaving it to others to do 
anything about it. Famine around the 
world is very real though it is difficult to 
remember this in our affluence and 
plenty which surrounds us. What many 
people here regard as a ‘’normal’’ meal 
borders on a sin of gluttony, and 
certainly accounts for the overweight 
problems of 90 million Americans. 


It is salutary to remember in our 
plenty that there are 800 million people 
in 100 countries who live below the 
nuturitional level necessary for 
survival. More than 40 million of them 
die each year from malnutrition — 
almost as many as the number of 
Catholics in the United States. 

There are another 300 million young 
people under the age of 15 who do not 


TO: 


healthy adulthood, and when we come 
down to infants there are 900 million 
undernourished of whom 45 million each 
year do not live to the age of 1 year. Of 
the remainder, half die before 
adulthood. 


If, as we should be, we are 
concerned about the grievous loss of 
young life through abortion, perhaps we 
should also take more seriously the fact 
that every day 40,000 children die from 
hunger and another 40,000 are 
permanently handicapped by 
malnutrition. That's each day. And in 
places like Mozambique, east Africa, 
children die at birth at the rate of 240 
per thousand, a horrendous toll. 


Are we going to leave it to ‘’them’’ 
to do something about it? Do we shut 
our eyes to the figures and simply offer 
prayers to ease the pangs of hunger for 
so many of the worlds millions?0sI110 
are we going to help by asking our 
missionaries to do more on our behalf 
through our contributions sent to them? 
The challenge is to ‘us’, not to 
“them’’. What's our response?

PBS profiles AIDS epidemic

NEW YORK (NC) — Since it was 
first diagnosed in 1981, the rare but lethal 
disease, AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome), has caused fear 
and alarm on the part of the general 
public. 

Examining the facts as well as the 


myths about this new and still incurable 
health hazard is AIDS: Profile of an 


Epidemic, a documentary airing 
Wednesday, Aug. 29, 10-11 p.m. on 
PBS. 


AIDS IS a disease which destroys the 
body’s complex immune system, leaving 
its victims helpless in combating even 
ordinary germs such as the cold’ virus. 
How the immune system normally works 
and how AIDS causes it to malfunction 
are explained through a series of clear, 
clever animation sequences. 


The program points out that although 
press coverage of AIDS has _ been 
declining sharply, the number of people 
contracting the disease continues to 
double every six months. Some important 
progress has been made in identifying the 
cause of AIDS but its cure and much else 
about the disease is still beyond our 
medical grasp. » 

It is important that the public know 
AIDS is transmitted primarily through 
sexual contact between male homosexuals 
or through the blood of an infected 
person, chiefly by drug abusers sharing 
the same needle. To avoid AIDS, the 
medical advice is direct: Don’t be 
promiscuous and if addicted to drugs, get 
help. 

ONE OF the misconceptions about 
AIDS had near disastrous effects for the 
nation’s blood banks and those who 
depend on them. Many in the public 


’ began to associate blood transfusions with 


transmitting AIDS and were afraid to 
give blood. If there are any lingering 
doubts about this, the program spells out 
how blood is screened for AIDS and that 
after a donor has given blood, the needle 
is discarded. 


The documentary profiles five AIDS 
victims representing the groups most at 
risk: male homosexuals, drug addicts, 
Haitians, hemophiliacs and the children 
of addicts. In their life-and-death struggle 
with AIDS, its victims bear the further 
burden of the public’s. fear of the disease 
and its aversion to those who contract it. 


The Haitians perhaps are the group 
most unfairly stigmatized by the AIDS 
epidemic. Although medical research 
originally indicated that Haitians were in 
the high-risk category, there is now 
considerable disagreement about this. 
One of the doctors interviewed on the 
program states that it is ridiculous to 
classify a single nationality as being more 
susceptible than others to the disease. 


NARRATED WITH feeling and 
concern by actor Edward Asner, the 
program makes a significant contribution 
to the public’s understanding of this 
deadly disease and the medical progress 
toward conquering it. 


Following the broadcast, a number of 


PBS stations will air a one-hour open 
forum program, AIDS: A Public Inquiry. 
A panel of five experts, including Sister 
Rosemary Moynihan, a Sister of Charity 
of New Jersey and administrative 
supervisor of the department of social 
work at Memorial Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center in New York, will discuss 
the preceding documentary as well as 
answer questions from a New York studio 
audience. 


Documentary looks at TV violence 


NEW YORK (NC) — A documentary 
funded largely by the Catholic 
Communication Campaign and 
exploring the social, political and 
financial. implications of television 
violence is scheduled to air Sept. 28 on 
PBS. 


The one-hour program, On Television: 
The Violence Factor, will suggest ways 
viewers can influence the quality of 
television programming, including 
writing letters to networks and_ local 
station managers, working with citizen 
groups and participating in public 
hearings on television. 

Hosted by journalist Edwin Newman, 
the program will feature interviews with 
Rep. Timothy Wirth, D-Colo., chairman 
of the House Subcommittee on 
Telecommunications, entertainer Steve 
Allen, NBC chairman Grant Tinker, 
George Gerbner of the Annenberg School 
of Communications and Joan Ganz 
Cooney of Children’s Television 
Workshop. 


The Violence Factor is the first program 
in the On Television series aimed at 
helping people become more aware of the 
television industry’s rights and respon- 
sibilities. It was produced in association 
with South Carolina Educational 
Television, which has made a study guide 
available for the program.
